About six weeks ago I attended 
a development conference in 

Vancouver. There were about sixty 

Directors of Development and 

Heads representing most of the 

CAIS schools. One of the speakers 

began the session by asking us to 

introduce ourselves and to identify 

our own personal hero or heroine. 
For the next half hour or so, 

everybody in the room went 

through the exercise of introducing 

themselves, of saying what school 

they represented, and of identifying 

their particular heroes and hero- 
ines. They mentioned fundrais- 
ers, board members, teachers, 
administrators, benefactors and 
so on. Finally, it was our turn. It 
was incredibly coincidental that 
both Mr. Evans and I identified 
ours as students - mine, a sec- 
ond form heroine, and his, a 
seventh form hero. Each of us, 
obviously, had our own particu- 
lar reasons for our choices. 
However, I found it telling that, 
out of a total of sixty represen- 
tatives from independent 
schools across this country, not 

one single other person identified students as heroes and

you create each day as you move from one challenge to the 
next. Your responses to these challenges provide BCS with 
its own unique brand of excellence. . .. 

When you think of excellence, what image comes to 
your mind? 

The chances are that 
your image of excellence 
has nothing to do with 
school. When we mention 
educational excellence, we 
tend to think of standards 
and achievement, of test 
scores, of getting into the 
right universities, of doing 
homework, of being a good 
citizen, and of all the rest 
of it - which for the aver- 
age person sounds pretty 
dull, and for the average 
teenager sounds downright boring. I certainly don't mean 
to imply that any of 
those things is unim- 
portant; achieving and 
meeting goals is hard 
work. Excellence is 
impossible without 
that kind of ground- 
work, and it is the stuff 
of daily life for most 
of us. But we are mak- 
ing a serious mistake if 
we equate this with

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True excellence is anything but dull - it is exceeding 
goals; it is jumping right out of yourselves; it is living on 
the farthest limits of your imagination. 

Excellence is the surge of confidence that comes when 
you know you have gone beyond what you thought you 
were capable of. I am sure the 180 chapel readers experi- 
enced that this year; the twenty-five rock climbers certainly 
understood that; those forty students who learned to speak 
two different languages must have felt that; I have no doubt 
that the ninety students who contributed to this year's 
award-winning magazine Inscape felt that they went 
beyond their capabilities as did the sixteen students who 
skated for the first time; the twenty who organized our 
Round Square Conference undoubtedly felt extremely 
proud of their accomplishments, and the thirteen students 
on exchange and five students on Round Square work pro- 
jects have experienced an accomplishment beyond their 
own expectations ....

How would one characterize the atmosphere at BCS? I 
think first of the caring, humane environment fostered by a 
faculty whose commitment to its students far exceeds the 
limits of the classroom. 

It's okay to compete - we relish it, in fact. But it is far

more important to learn from each other, to sustain one 
another when things get tough, and to value our differences 
in background and perspective. A caring school is a place 
where each individual is of worth, and we don't take each 
other for granted. ... 

A caring school is a safe school, and a safe school is a 
place where it is all right to be by yourself, and yet, you 
know there are good places to be with others. It is a place 
where it is okay to be different. ... 

At BCS we encourage risk taking; that teaches students 
to use failure as an experience for growth rather than a 
message never to try again. ... 

BCS is an honest school where trust and integrity are big 
words. An honest school is one where students have to 
work hard, do homework every night, and meet high expec- 
tations every day. An honest school is a place where the 
students and teachers and staff do an honest day's work, 
and such hard work is respected and valued. 

I believe the total curriculum at BCS teaches our stu- 
dents 

• to value their abilities based on hard work,

Many of us have come to 
BCS from an English or French-based 
western culture. It is hard for us to 
imagine the challenge our Chinese 
friends meet and overcome every day as 
they learn a whole new culture and two 
new languages.

The Debating Society 

The New Year brings debating and 
public speaking, since most competi- 
tions take place between February and 
April. Two senior debating teams - 
Kedrin Simms and Krystyna Kouri, 
Matthieu Moss and Nathalie Poirier

February. The style was cross- 
examination, and the prepared topic 
was legalized gambling. Krystyna 
placed fifth as an individual speaker, 
and she and Kedrin placed sixth as a 
team. They hope to do well in the 
Provincials on March 5 lh , when the 
prepared topic will deal with the 
United Nations. 

Kedrin is also active in public 
speaking and she represented BCS at 
the QAIS Public Speaking Com- 
petition recently. Her topic was 
"Violence in the Media" and her pre- 
sentation brought compliments from 
one judge in particular - Louise 
Penney of the CBC! 

Both Krystyna and Kedrin have 
been interested in debating for the last 
two years but our goal this year has 
been to broaden student interest. With 
the co-operation of Catherine Evans, 
debating is now part of the weekly 
English agenda in Form II.

The last term at BCS is always 
exciting for the English Department. 
This is when we hear the results of the 
various contests we have entered, and 
it is when Inscape is published. 

As usual this year, the Jewish 
Public Library published First Fruits, 
an anthology of works by budding 
writers. BCS authors were very well 
represented; their works in English 
and French made up almost half of the 
publication. English teacher Daphne 
Nelson took a group of students into 
Montreal for the launching. At the cer- 
emony an award was given for best 
poet, which went to Emily Evans who 
is in Form II. 

In the Townshippers' Association 
annual essay contest, From V student 
Dina Nelson won second prize. For 
her topic, Dina researched schooling 
in the Townships in the early part of 
this century. 

A province-wide essay writing con- 
test was sponsored this year by Tele 
Direct and Pepsi Jeunesse. BCS won 
$500 for being a school with full par- 
ticipation. We haven't decided on how 
to spend the money, but it will certain- 
ly be on something for the students. 

It was most gratifying for all those 
who had worked so hard on our liter- 
ary magazine finally to receive pub- 
lished copies of Inscape. For the first 
time, the typesetting for the magazine 
was all done by the students using the 
desktop publishing program 
Quark XPress. The final product is the 
result of a remarkable blend of talents: 
writers, artists and computer "whizz- 
kids". In total, almost a hundred stu- 
dents contributed in one way or anoth- 
er.

BCS students place well in National Climbing Competition 
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On September 17 th , 18 th and 
19 lh , three students from 
BCS competed in the National 
Youth Climbing Competition held 
at Strathcona-Tweedsmuir School 
near Calgary, Alberta. The com- 
petition was open, and climbers 
from across Canada were invited 
to compete. 

After qualification, twenty 
senior climbers competed in two 
rounds of semi-final routes. The 
finals on Sunday gave the top Oliver Drake climbs to 
twelve climbers an additional 6>« place in Canada. 

chance to demonstrate their skills. The final results showed 
Oliver Drake as the 6 th rated climber in Canada, Greg Hill 
as 10 th , and John Redpath as 15 th . The climbers were 
accompanied by their coach, Mr. Ed Mortimer. 

Imagine yourself perched 10m from the ground with 
your fingers clenched on a 1cm ledge, and your feet firmly 
(you hope) attached to a hold the thickness of a cardboard 
box. Then, you move hands and feet 
to the next holds, thinner than 
before. This is sport climbing. Each 
hold along the route is assigned a 
point value, depending upon the 
height. The score is determined by 
the maximum height obtained 
before the climber falls off. Each 
climber is belayed or held by a safe- 
ty rope, so that climbing and falling 
are as safe as possible.

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SAM ABBOTT HONOURED 



On May 29 th , there was a very special evening at BCS. 
Over one hundred guests visited the school to honour Sam 
Abbott, to feel the iron handshake, to see the wide smile 
and to look into the sharp eyes. Five Old Boys had agreed 
to say a few words about Sam, and it quickly became 
apparent that once one gets started, it is impossible to be 
brief when telling "Sam Abbott" stories. In fact, speeches 
that were to be limited to three minutes lasted over ten, 
although much of that time was given over to laughter. The 
stories were memorable, the scenes were recognizable, and 
Sam's one-liners were unforgettable: 

"All right, I want everybody to line up 
in a square circle!" 

"Sir, you 've given me too much change. " 
"That's okay, just don 't let it happen again. " 

"Boyd, go in for LeGallais!" 

(Boyd LeGallais, where are you?) 

"Do you like Cadets?" 

"Yes Sir... " 
"You lie!" 

"Half of you over here, half of you over there, 
and the rest stay with me!" 

Yes, the great communicator was revered, and as Tim 
Bradley (BCS '67) pointed out in his speech, incredible 
though it might seem, we understood, and somehow we all 
did "line up in a square circle!" Danny Lalonde (BCS 
'72), Doug Fox (BCS '65), Bart MacDougall (BCS '54) 
and H.D. "Ted" Sheppard (BCS '43) joined Tim to do the 
honours, and with material supplied by years and years of 
"Sam Abbott-isms", their speeches were terrific. 

The one anomaly was that Ted Sheppard spoke - Ted 
Sheppard, who was at BCS when Sam was still a Stanstead 
boy. However, on that fateful afternoon of October 25 th , 
1938, in consequence for one crime or another, Ted was 
sentenced to serve as water boy for the visiting Stanstead 
football team. Visions of Sam, battered and bleeding, stag- 
gering out onto our centre field to kick yet another "rouge" 
to beat the home team are still vivid in Ted's mind, and 
these he described in a manner that Foster Brooks would 
envy. 



Happily, Ted was the last to speak, and there was only 
one person in the room who could follow such an effort.

FIRST TEAM HOCKEY — 1944 



The school treasures a host 
of achievements in athletic 
performance; those of 1944's 
unbeaten, untied hockey team 
must surpass all of them. Half 
a century later, their memory 
stirs deep emotions. 

The hockey season in 1944 
was short. We hadn't yet 
installed an artificial ice plant, 
and late-coming winter 
deferred our first game until 
January 19. Happily, ice-mak- 
ing temperatures prevailed 
until mid-March, and Alf 
Rodell consistently prepared 
good sheets for the Prep, four 
minor teams in the Upper, gen- 
eral skating, First Team's daily practices and eight home 
games. He worked on the best surface yet. The Magazine 
reported proudly, 

"Firstly, long-delayed repairs on the Memorial Rink were 
completed in September - a hopeful portent. Then, as soon 
as the rugby season was finished, some thirty enthusiasts 
carried and spread sand, tons of it, on the playing surface, 
and before freeze-up there was an excellent base for the 
first flooding. This hard work was done when there was no 
immediate prospect of ice. The whole thing was quite vol- 
untary, and though team candidates were amongst the 
majority of workers, numerous others lent valuable aid in a 
manner that reminded one of the last year when we had a 
championship team." 

Alf Rodell was the only school employee in the rink. His 
assistants were volunteers who cleared the ice because they 
were down-to-earth enthusiasts, conscripted New Kids or 
delinquents assigned by the Prefects to work off their sen- 
tences with scraper, broom or shovel. Somehow it worked 
well indeed, and we were the envy of all schools and orga- 
nized teams in the Townships. 

A successful hockey team, accordingly, enjoyed an 
uncommon measure of support from the School communi- 
ty. Seldom were spectators comfortably warm in the rink, 
but attendance was high at Wednesday and Saturday after- 
noon games, and the Tuesday night fixture, beginning at 
8:15 after a full hour of supervised prep in the classrooms,

enjoyed 100% attendance of 
the healthy. The school body 
appreciated a good perfor- 
mance, and was well-condi- 
tioned to judge its quality. 
Their approval of the 1944 
team's production was loud, 
clear and enduring. 

This team enjoyed the ben- 
efits of three significant 
resources: a dedicated coach, 
a far-sighted, unselfish cap- 
tain and fourteen players 
determined to make it a tri- 
umphant season. Team statis- 
tics below give unbiased evi- 
dence of their resolution, and 
preclude further comment. 
Gerald Wiggett's illustrious career as BCS hockey 
coach began with seasonal appointments in the mid-twen- 
ties. From the outset he enjoyed the confidence of his play- 
ers, and in the thirty years of his tutelage, team cooperation 
never excelled that of 1944. Of all his remarkable teams, it 
may well have best embodied his ideology. He believed in 
teamwork and superior physical condition to win games; in 
self-controlled enjoyment of the game to win the respect of 
supporters, opponents, and all who saw them play. His dic- 
tum, "Stay on the ice!" was well remembered on a wartime 
postcard from Dan Doheny, ten years later, when the 1944 
team was setting an unequalled record for clean hockey. 

There was plenty of ill will in Townships hockey (in 
1944) at the level of our team's play. Minor rioting outside 
the visitors' dressing room in one town, the applauded 
antics of an umbrella-bashing female at another, and bitter 
wrangles over refereeing at several rinks and in the district 
committee rooms, all threatened the health of the game. 
Happily, our coach, our team, and the entire school 
eschewed these evils and were glad to accept verbal and 
written devoirs from the spokesmen of our opponents. 

Proof of their sincerity came in frequent appeals for 
return games. 

Peter Aird's captaincy, second factor of the 1944 team's 
success, turned the scale long before its first practice. He 
recognized Johnnie Tyler's surpassing endowment and 
persuaded him to devote his talent to hockey rather than to 
skiing. John was the best and busiest skier at BCS in 1943, 
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but he dazzled opponents and bystanders alike with his 
stick and puck, whenever he joined the mob at general skat- 
ing. Aird determined that Tyler would be his right wing- 
man, and began a long, difficult course of persuasion. The 
cogency of his pleas and the school's enthusiastic prepara- 
tion for the coming season ultimately won Johnnie's con- 
sent and wholehearted support. 

As a seasoned first teamer, Aird's prestige mounted with 
his prospect of an immediate call-up to the navy, his chosen 
branch of the armed services. (It came just before our final 
game.) A compassionate nature endeared him to all who 
had cause to be embarrassed, regretful or disappointed, and 
his leadership was a demanding inspiration. He personified 
it memorably in our second game against Sherbrooke High 
School, at Sherbrooke Arena. 

BCS led, 3-2, in the third period, with minutes to go, 
and a strong SHS team was pressing. A partisan timekeeper 
was intolerably slow to start the clock whenever play was 
resumed after stoppage. 

Gerry's incredulous "What the...?" followed the first 
delay. Less than a minute later, another face-off started play 
again, but not the clock, and precious seconds ticked away, 
uncounted by the idle pointer. All eyes focused upon it, and 
Gerry shook an accusing finger at the timer and the clock, 
adding his voice to the clangor of BCS supporters. Another 
stoppage of play, and Gerry called his team to the bench. 
Peter Aird laid a glove on his trembling arm, and quietly 
gave assurance. 

"We'll fix it, Gerry." His team nodded assent. From the 
face-off, Bob McBoyle scooped the puck to Tyler, Johnnie 
fed a leading pass to Aird, who slipped his cover, feinted 
through the defencemen and drilled the clincher into a 
small opening on the goalie's glove side. 

A bewildered timekeeper forgot to stop the clock.
